SENATOR TILLMAN 


DESIRES TO KNOW 


Pitchforker Starts an In'quiry in the 


Senate as to Clearing House 


Certificates. 


ISSUE ALSO 


Washington, Dec. 9.—Senator Tlll- 


man today introduced resolutions di- 
recting the committee on finance to 
investigate the recent proceedings o£ 
the secretary of, the treasury in con- 
nection with the financial crisis and 
also to make inquiry concerning clear- 
ing house 
certificates. The 
resolu- 


tions were presented in two series, 
the first dealing with the operations 
of the treasury department and the 
second with clearing 
house 
certifi- 


cates, both being divided into three 
sub-divisions. 


The first of the resolutions directs 


the committee on finance to investi- 
gate and report to the senate as fol- 
lows: 


First. Whether the issue of cer- 


tificates of indebtedness bearing 3 per 
cent interest, bids for which were in- 
vited by the secretary of the treasury 
November 18th, 1907, were for the pur- 
pose ot borrowing money "to meet 
public expenditures," as provided by 
section 32 of the act approved June 
loth, 1899, and if not whether there is 
any warrant of law for the issue of 
said certificates. 


Second. Whether the Issue of $50.- 


000,000 of bonds of the Panama canal 
loan, bids for which were called for 
by the secretary of the treasury on 
November 18th, 1907. was required to 
"defray the 
expenditures 
on 
saM 


canal, there being at the time when I 


both of these loans were mads up- 
wards of $200.000,000 in tne treasury 
for current expenditures." 


Third. 
Whether any legislation is 


necessary to 'protect the people and 
business interests of the country from 
the issue of unlawful money, if clear- 
ing house certificates are such, and to 
prevent the illegal increase of the 
public debt in time of peace. 


Second Series of Resolutions. ' 


The second series of resolutions di- 


rects the finance committee to investi- 
gate and report to the senate as soon 
as practicable on the following points: 


First. Whether clearing house cer- 


tificates with which the country Is 
now flooded, have been issued under 
authority of law or contrary to 
the 


same. 


Second. 
Whether the issuing of 


such certificates by an association of 
banks, both state and national, and the 
use of same as money subjects such 
certificates or notes to the tax of 10 
per cent, ns provided in section 3412, 
United States revised statutes. 


Third. 
Whether it would be per- 


missible under the law as It Is for an 
association of banks, warehouses and 
elevators to issue certificates based on 
cotton, wheat.and tobac'co, stored In 
such warehouses and elevators anl 
fully insured, to be used ns money in 
marketing said crop in the same way 
as clearing house certificates are now 
used.

QUIETLY 


Not a Place of Amusement 


Opened—Law Will be 


Modified. 


New 
York, Dec. 9.—New 
York's 


"Blue Sunday" will be remembered for 
a long time. For the first time In the 
history of the city 350,000 people who 
usually attend some form of amuse- 
ment on that day were 
forced 
to 


amuse themselves by walking on the 
streets or In the parks. 


There was not a theater, not a con- 


cert hall, dance hall, or lecture room 
open in the city and four hundred 
penny and nickel Arcades that usually 
get an enormous business on Sunday 
were closed. It is estimated that em- 
ployes of the entertainments usually 
open on Sundays lost $76,000 by the 
closing, and the loss to the amuse- 
ment interests of the city is placed at 
$150,000.

Yielding to the sentiment of what Is 


regarded as practically a general de- 
mand of his party, voiced through n 
committee of representative democatic 
leaders which called upon htm today, 
Edward O. Hoffman has been persuad- 
ed to reconsider his determination not 
to make a race for the democratic con- 
gressional nomination.

The action was brought about 
by Mr. Hoffnfan's announcement, print- 
ed In The Sentinel Saturday, that he 
had concluded to remain out of the 
race' It was received with extreme re- 
gret all over the district, and repre- 
sentative party leaders in the outside 
counties quickly took up the situation. 
The result was a concerted move to- 
ward Fort Wayne today to convey to 
Mr. Hoffman his party's desire that he 
make the race. 


There were near a score of promi- 


nent democrats making up the com- 
mittee, and, joined by a number of 
Fort Wayne leaders of the party, the 
committee invited Mr. Hoffman Into 
a conference at the Wayne hotel this 
morning. The situation was gone over 
in detail, and Mr.' Hoffman was told 
by party representatives from every 
county in the Twelfth district that it 
was the desire of his party that he 
reconsider his decision and remain In 
the race. It was fi splendid tribute to 
the popularity and ability of the 
Twelfth district chairman, whose man- 
agement of the last campaign here 
won him wide recognition as a party 
leader. 


Mr. Hoffman's Attitude. 


So far as he Is himself concerned, 


Mr. Hoffman 
has not 
changed his 


views as set forth in the interview he 
gave The Sentinel Saturday. He be- 
lieves it would be better for him per- 
sonally not to be a candidate at thij 
time. But he takes the attitude that 
if the democrats of the district call 
him to lead in the big battle next year 
he should not turn unheeding ears to 
the call.

New York, Dec. 9.—While tho banks 


are bringing millions In money Into 
the United States tho 
forolgn-born 


population of tho country la sending 
millions out. The foreign postal order 
business of tho New York postofnce 
for the last month was $1,200,000 In 
excess ot the business for the corre- 
sponding month last year. This year's 
figures are $6,631,837, while the fig- 
ures for November, 1906, were $5,490,-

the Christmas business of the foreign 
postal order department of the post- 
office will bo much larger this year 
then ever before. 


The distribution of the money is In- 


teresting. 
Italy led all foreign coun- 


tries for tho week ending November 
30 with $609,962. For other countries 
the figures were Great Britain $234,- 
731; Austria, $188,536; Hungary, $155,-

$121,486; 
Germany, 


$72,100; France, $25,627; Switzerland,

Ho was placed under arrest and taken 
from train at Santa Barbara under In- 
structions of Assistant District Attor- 
ney Francis J. Henoy. 


Shortly after the arrest of Bankers 


Brown and Barnett last night, detec- 
tives were hurried to San Mateo to 
keep David F. Walker, president ol 
tho bank, under surveillance, but. find- 
Ing 
he had already 
left, 
his homo, 


trailed him down to Santa Barbara, 
where he was held by the police. 


Wanted to Keep Him in Sight. 


Though no warrant had Uocn sworn 


out for Walker, It. was thought best 
to keep him in sight. The detectives 
on reaching 
San Mateo surrounded 


the house, where ho was supposed to 
be lying ill, but heard that a man an: 
sworlng Walker's description had been 
seen boarding a train for the south. 
A. hasty Investigation proved that 
their man hal flown, but word was 
sent down the line and the police of 
Santa Barbara took him in charge. 
Heney telegraphed that Walker, bo 
held. Through the activity of the de- 
positors' committee of the California 
Deposit and Trust company, the de- 
velopments of yesterday were made 
possible in a few hours after the real 
work of criminal prosecution began.: 


The committee determined on Sat- 


urday to proceed immediately with an 
Investigation of the affairs of the Fill- 
more street branch .of the California 
Safe Deposit and Trust company, look- 
ing toward the arrest of the officers 
for embezzlement. Thereupon Gus- 
tave Chevassus, accountant of the Fill- 
more street branch, was examined at 
considerable length and his examina- 
tion continued yesterday. 


The testimony of Teller Gabbs, of 


the same branch, was taken and the 
committee brought to light a startling 
series of reckless transactions, which 
;he attorneys 'brand as misdemeanor 
embezzlements. 


Looted the Bank. 


According to a statement issued last 


night by the committee and the attor- 
neys, -the officers of the 
bank took 


practically all the money deposited at 
.tie Fillmore street branch and loaned 
t to stockholders in large sums, to 
themselves 
and 
to 
mythical com- 


panies. It was Intended to cause the 
irrest of the officials for these acts, 
nit upon advice of Francis J. Heney, 
.he minor charges were dropped for 
:hat of felony embezzlement in con- 
nection with the misappropriation of 
the funds of the Colto'n estate. 


As a result of the committee's work, 
Dalzell Brown was arrested 
last 


night, a warrant was issued for the 
arrest of Walter J. Bartnett on a 
charge of felony embezzlement and a

Poet King's Reign Notable. 


Oscar II. ruled 
the destinies o£ 


'Sweden and Norway from 1872 until 
1905 and of Sweden alone from the 
latter year to the day of his abdica- 
tion, early in December, 1907. 
He 


•was a king for thirty-five years. 
i 
Oscar Bernadotte was more than a 


king. He was a scholar, a poet, a 
musician, a historian, a scientist and 
an orator. He»was probably the most 
'cultured man Tvho ever sat upon a 
!*hrone In Europe. 
i Probably the renown of King Oscar 
las a man of culfjre rested on what 
(he accomplished in the domain of pure 
'literature. Besides the Scandinavian 
Slanguages, his linguistic range includ- 
^ English, German, French, Russian, 
Spanish and Italian. 


Among 
the king's 
translations 


which have placed his countrymen in 
touch with foreign-masters are "Le 
'Cld" and Goethe's best productions— 
today standard literature in Sweden. 
.The national poetry of his country 
.•»«• enriched by many songs, the mu- 
•ic of which the king composed. 


The splendid Easter hymn, now 


•ung In all the Swedish churches, Os- 
car wrote and dedicated to his coun- 
trymen years ago. 


Among his many other notable con- 


tributions may bo mentioned "Songs 
of Nature and the Sea." "Tasso," the 
drama "Castlo Kronberg" 
and the 


translation of "Voltaire's "Memoirs 
of Charles XII.. of Sweden." 


Science Owes Much to Ruler. 


As the patron of scientific Investi- 


gations, Oscar, of Sweden, earned the 
gratitude of the world. 
So, too. the 


•'Various explorations and expeditions 


which have 
mado Scandinavia a 


household word 
among the nations 


were mado possible largely through 
his munificence. 


Among the achievements flue to his 


patronage of those who did the actual 
work, those of Nordenskjold, NaiiHeii, 
Hedln and many others stand forth 
conspicuous. Oscar II. himself sup- 
plied the funds for theso explorers, a 
tact but little known. 
The Nobel prizes and their Interna- 


tional distribution were among his 
most cherished enterprises and hold 
his attention with each recurring scs- 
•lon of the committee- which confers 
the awards. 


Compared with his royal contem- 


poraries. King Oscar 
Jived an un- 


eventful life. 
His kingdom was at 


peace with all the world during the 
entire length of his reign. 


was trained as a sailor, but preferred 
the army, and at the 
death of bis 


brother, Oscar I., in 1872, he held the 
rank of lieutenant general. 
He as- 


cended the throne on Sept. 18, 1872. 


He had married in June, 1857, the 


Princess Sophia, of Nassau, daughter 
of the late Duke Wilhelm, of Nassau, 
who was born in July, 1836. 
From 


this union there are four sons—Gustaf, 
duke of Wermland, born in 
June, 


IfioS; Oscar, duke of Gotland, born in 
November, 1S50, who married Miss 
Ebba Munck. daughter of Col. Munck, 
of the Swedish army; Carl, duke of 
Westergoland, bora In February, 1861, 
and Eugene, duke of Nerike, born in 
August, 1865.

than that of

dynasty. Gustavus IV., the last mon- 
arch but one of the house of V:i~ i. j 
was brought to the throne at the p- ••!;.• 
ago of 14 by the assassination ••• I:Is

turned over the reins r" government 
to his eldest son. 


Oustavus IV. prove-! a most unsat- 


isfactory ruler and in 1S09 was de- 
posed by means of a military pronun- 
clamento, forcoil to sign his abdica- 
tion after a most dramatic hand to 
hand struggle with Gen. Alderkreuts? 
and tho officers Implicated in the con- 
spiracy, and was then banished, along 
with his consort and his children, his 
uncle taking his place on the throne 
as Charles XIH. 


The latter, being childless and an 


admirer of Franco and Napoleon, su-1 
Iccted the French Hold marshal, Ber- 
nadotte, who had been born as a penn- 
ant near Pau. and who had risen from 
tho ranks, to become his heir. Induced 
tho national diet at Stockholm to rati- 
fy his choice and established him In 
tho Swedish capital as crown prince. 


Oscar "Peasant and Patrician." 
Hernadotte, who took the name of 


Charles John, soon made himself tho 
real nilcr of tho kingdom, associating 
hlmsplf heartily with his adopted land 
and In 1813, when Napoleon's star be- 
gan to wane, Joined the powers which 
were striving to crush the emperor. 


His services In bringing about tho 


latter's overthrow caused tho congress 
of Vienna to leave him undisturbed in 
tho place which ha had attained at 
Stockholm, nnd In 1818, on the death 
of Charles XIII., the last of tho Vasa 
lino of kings, he ascended tho throne 
under the title of Charles XTV., his 
wife, Deslreo, daughter of the Mar- 


child of a Marseilles shopkeeper, be- 
coming queen of Sweden and Norway 


It was by an irony of fate thai 


Queen Desiree's only son, Oscar I. 
should have fallen In love with Jo- 
sephine de Leuchtenberg, daughter ol 
Eugene de Beauharnais, who was the 
only son of Emuress Josephine, for 
whose sake she had been, jilted b;i 
Napoleon. 


In spite of his mothar's opposition 


Oscar I. insisted upon marrying Jo- 
sephine de Leucbtenberg, and in this 
way the present king of Sweden, Oscar 
II., finds himself a grandson of De- 
siree Clary and a great grandson of 
Empress Josephine. 


Historic Story of Secession. 


In reviewing the career of King Os- 


car, it is to his works in the realm of 
literature and science that one must 
turn rather than to his achievements 
as a statesman. 


In all his reign 
but one political 


question came up to vex him, and that 
was the secession of Norway three 
years ago. 


He refused to plunge his country 


irto civil war in order to compel Nor- 


•y to accept his rule. He refused to 


permit one of his sons to accept the 
throne of Norway, which was freely 
offered. 


The dispute between Norway and 


Sweden was historic. In 1813 Norway 
was under Danish rule. Sweden had 
joined the enemies of Napoleon. As a 
reward for her help the holy alliance 
promised to Sweden Norway as a pro- 
vince. So the Danish king was forced 
to give up Norway to Sweden. But 
the Norwegians were opposed to tho 
Idea of being given over to another 
nation and above all to bo given to 
Sweden, for they hated the Swedes. 


So, In 1814 Norwegians declared 


themselves Independent and selected

is their king Crown Prince Frederick 
of Denmark, who at that time was gov- 
ernor of Norway. All hereditary rank 
except in tho case.of the king was dis- 
carded. 


Norway's Cause Deserted. 


This declaration of independence re- 


sulted in war with Sweden, but King 
Frederick betrayed his people, gave up 
ils crown, and returned to Denmark, 
n these circumstances Norway nego- 
tiated further with tho kljig of Sweden 
nnd finally In November of 1814 King 


harlcs John of Sweden acknowledged 


tho constitution of Norway and was 
elected king of Norway, the two coun- 
tries thus being united. 


Tho first paragraph of tho constltu- 


.ion which King Charles John ack- 
nowledged contained 
this clause: 


•The kingdom of Norway is united 
with Sweden under one king as a free 
ind Independent and indivisible coun- 
try." 


Ever since- 1814 there had been frlc- 


ton between the two countries. 
In 


Sweden the aristocracy believed that 
they should exercise complete sover- 
eignty over Norway by virtue of the 
original gift of tho province to them 
on tho part of tho holy alliance, while 
n tho opposite direction, the Norwe- 
gians had boon striving for a full meas- 
ure of their independence. 


Nations Divorced In 1905. 


The question of separate consuls 


came up finally In 3904-'05. The Nor- 
wegians contended that there was no 
equality between tho two countries 
without n separate consular system 
and a separate foreign ministry. It Is 
asserted that the Swedish consuls of- 
:en wiped out the name of Norway 
n diplomatic matters, while the indus- 
tries of the Norwegians were entirely 
gnored and disregarded. 
Finally a 


bill was drafted by the Norwegians' 
storthing calling for separate consuls. 


This King Oscar refused to sign, 


and the crsls resulted—King Oscar of 
Norway was dethroned. 


Tho literary works of King Oscar 


comprise an extraordinary 
variety, 


ilstory, biography, poetry, dramas, 
music, essays, speeches and criticisms 
rlis first serious work was published 
n 1849 before he had any idea of ever 
assuming the responsibilities of a 
king. 
• 


It was historical In character. His 


lest known historical work was an ac- 
count of the events that occurred in 
:he years 1711;'33, an important period 
of Swedish history. 


Ho also wrote a history of the 


Swedish navy and a history of the 
wars of Sweden which Is used as a 
textbook in the schools. 


His biography of 
"Charles XII., 


King, Warrior, and Man," was trans- 
lated and published In England in 
1879. 


Several of his pamphlets on masonry 


have been translated into English and 
German, and the speeches which he 
delivered from time to time during his 
forty years of public life upon every 
conceivable subject—history, politics, 
art, music, literature, commerce naval 
and military affairs—fill several vol- 
umes. 


Succeeds as Playwright. 


His most popular poem was "Where 


is the Grave of Von Dobeln?" a story 
of the war In which Sweden lost her 
colony of Finland In 1809. 


A drama entitled "Kronberg' Castle" 


was privately produced several times 
as a compliment to his majesty but. 
no one ever had the courage to put it 
on the stage. He wrote songs that 
are popular, the music of several being 
tils own composition and the rest by 
Lhe late Ivar Hallstrom, an intimate 
friend from his youth. 
Their best 


work In collaboration was a sort of a 
cantata, entitled "The Astonishment of 
tho Flowers," to which the king after- 
wards published a key, explaining its 
hidden meaning. 
Another cantata 


with' words by the king and music by 
Hallstrom, was "Upsala Minne." 


Oscar II. had a romantic sentiment, 


and tho folklore and fairy stories of 
Sweden appealed strongly to his aris- 
tocratic nature. 
Some 'years ugo n 


pageant of old Sweden was given in 
the streets ot Stockholm, based upon a 


legend of prehistoric times called "The 
King's Ride," In which he took the 
most conspicuous part. Mounted upon 
a splendid white charger, and clad In 
armor like a knight in the middle 
ages, he led a procession of pictur- 
esque knights, warriors, lords, and la- 
dies, clad In medieval costume through 
tho crowded streets, and performed 
tho role of the king In this fairy story, 
which appears in all Swedish school 
books. 


Of late years the king occupied him- 


self more with music than with liter- 
ature, and took an active part In tho 
management of tho royal opera of 
Stockholm. He was one of the ablest 
musical critics in Europe, and had 
studied music as a science as well as 
an art. Music was his favorite pas- 
time, and his favorite subject of con- 
versation.

TO BE DELAYED.

allegiance and the new monarch ac- 
cepted tho homage of the state offi- 
cials. 


The last hours of the expiring mon- 


arch wore passed In unconsciousness 
and up to tho end lie gave no sign oC 
recognizing those about him. The 
queen was grief stricken because he 
could not bid her farewell. 


All through Saturday the king had 


remained In a comatose condition. At 
times there were faint signs of con- 
science perceptions as the attending 
physicians brought some temporary 
relief to tho patient sufferer. 


But their ministrations were with- 


out avail and they held out no hope 
Saturday night beyond a promise to 
keep the spark of life burning for a 
few hours. 


Believing that death would not oc- 


cur until morning", the members of the 
royal family and tho ministers with- 
drew and the physicians left their pa- 
tient In the hands of the nurses soon 
after midnight. 


Doctors Called In Night. 


Within an hour or two the doctors 


were called again to the sick room 
and administered further stimulants, 
but at 5:15 the gentlemen of the king's 
court were aroused and ordered to ap- 
pear at once in the bexl chamber. The 
premier and foreign ministers and the 
highest court officials, together with 
all the members of the king's family, 
assembled there and remained at his 
side until the end came. 


In the palace courtyard In the dim 


cold gray 
mist 
stood 
a crowd" of 


schoolboys. King Oscar's most devot- 
ed friends. Here they had stood for 
hours, blue nnd shivering, watching 
the palace flagstaff. There also gath- 
ered many old men and women In 
rags, whom the king had always stop- 
ped to comfort with mild words and 
generous alms when he met them in 
the parks and streets, their faces tear 
stained because their beloved king 
and benefactor was dying. 


Flag Falls as King Dies. 


Suddenly tbe flag dropped to half 


mast and a wall of misery and sorrow 
arose. The old 
folk 
clasped their 


hands and prayed and 
wept aloud 


and the schoolboys' lamentations were 
pitiful to hear. 
. In a room near the death chamber 
the first maijBhal of the court read to 
the cabinet a draft of the new king's 
proclamation to the Swedish people. 


In an 
ante-chamber 
high officers 


and officials discussed 
the probable 


policy of the new king. 


One by one the ships in tho harbor 


and the buildings Ihroughout tho city 
displayed the flag at half mast, and 
tho people soon crowded the streets 
and open places near tho palace, hut 
nil spoke In whispers, bearing witness 
to tho kindliness of him who had de- 
parted and to the love they bore him. 


In the rloath chamber knelt the 


heartbroken 
queen, 
and 
gathered 


about her were her children, grand- 


children and great granchUdren, pray- 
ing for strength to bear their afflic- 
tion. The church bells began to toll 
and -the • minute guns boomed.

000,000 of tho canal securities. 
Tho 


amounts were given by Secretary Cor- 
tclyou in a statement issued from tho 
treasury department and It probably 
caused surprise on tho part of tho pub- 
lic and disappointment on tho part of 
banks, that hoped for a much larger al- 
lotment. It is taken to mean thnt Mr. 
Cortelyou'a plan, so severely criticised 
at tho time, was largely intended by 
him more as .1 restorative of confi- 
dence than as on expedient for getting 
money Into the treasury. Under tho 
terms ho offered for tho purchase of 
bonds and certificates tho greatest 
amount that could bo obtained by the 
treasury for Increasing its working 
balance will only bo Increased about 
$46,250,000, as purchasers were only 
to bo required to pay twcnty-flvo per 
cent of the purchase money on certi- 
ficates and ten per cent on the pur- 
chase money on bonds. The announce- 
ment is regarded by Secretary Cortel- 
you's friends as his reply to his critics, 
who found fault with his emergency 
measure because It was going to in- 
ject Into the currency of tho country 
$100,000,000 of treasury certificates. 


DRAFTING MR. HOFFMAN,

Regulation which will regulate is the

I would go to the 
length of favoring a national regula- 
tion, which would make uniform the 
license laws throughout tho country. 


"The brewers of America have noth-

Mrs. Taft was attacked last July 


with acute Indigestion and a gradual 
breakdown of her vigorous constitu- 
tion soon followed. Secretary Taft 
had visited her on Independence day 
and left her 
apparently 
In normal 


health to go to his summer home in 
Canada, from which place he was 
summoned Aug. 15 because of his 
mother's condition. 


He spent a day at her bedside and 


found her In a,- less dangerous condi- 
tion than he had supposed. The 1m 
peratlve duties of his office called him 
to Washington, where plans for a tour 
of the world had been so definitely ar- 
ranged that they could not be changed 
and, 
as his mother was reported as 


rallying in strength, he proceeded to 
carry out his program. 


Mrs. Taft resided in the old home- 


stead, where she had lived as a girl 
and which Is now the home of her sis- 
ter, Miss Pelia Torrey.

Taft sailed from Cuxhaven today on 
board the steamer President Grant, 
for New York. His wife will join him 
at Boulogne. The steamer is due to 
arrive In New York on Dec. 18. 


Mrs. Taft was born In Boston Sept. 


11, 1827, the daughter of Samuel Dev- 
enport Torrey. She was educated In 
the public schools and afterward be- 
came the second wife of Alphonso 
Taft, of Cincinnati, Ohio.

ROAST 


The loin, saddle, haunch or shoulder of venison may be 


roasted. The saddle is considered the choicest portion and is 
highest priced. Do not wash the meat, but wipe with a damp 
cloth. For the haunch, place on a meat board and pound all 
over, using a wooden potato masher or the rolling pin. Several 
hours before putting in oven lard all over on top with strips of 
firm fat pork. Then put Into an earthen vessel with a marinade 
made of two cups of vinegar, one cup olive oil, three onions 
sliced, two sliced carrots, two stalks white celery, cut fine, a lit- 
tie bunch of parsley, two crushed bay leaves, a sprig of Chyme 
a pepper. Turn the haunch several times, so that every portion 
may be equally well seasoned. 


When ready to roast, tie In compact shape, removing all the 


shreds of vegetables that remain attached to the meat. Put a, 
few thin slices larding pork In the bottom of the roasting pan, 
and having dredged the meat with salt, pepper and flour, lay it 
on tho pan and set in .a hot oven. After tho first twenty mln- 
utes baste every ten minutes. When the roast Is a fine brown, 
reduce heat of oven, so that the last part of roasting may ba 
gentle. Voniaon should be cooked rare, allowing ten minutes to 
the pound after first twenty minutes. A little claret or melted 
currant Jolly used in hasting adds sroatly to tho flavor. Serve 
piping hot on a hot platter, accompanying with red or black cur- 
rant or grape jelly. Have the dinner plates very hot, as venison 
chills easily. Vegetables that go well with venison are cauli- 
flower, spinach, succotash, white or sweet potatoes, and always 
a good green salad, with French dressing, not mayonnaise.

Congress Just Closed Dis- 


played Enthusiasm and 


Determination. 


THE FOET WATNE SENTINEL. 


Washington, Dec. 9.—Formally-open- 


ed by Elihu Root, secretary ot state, 
and brought to a formal close by The- 
odore Roosevelt, president of the Uni- 
ted States, the fourth annual conven- 
tion of the National Rivers and Har- 
bors congress has passed into history 
as the greatest gathering ot its kind 
ever held In the western hemisphere. 
More than 2,000 delegates attended It. 
They came from every section of the 
nation, and cabinet officers, members 
of congress, governors of states and 
heads of big railroad 
systems ex- 


pressed their sympathy with the or- 
ganization's policy and pledged their 
support in the effort being made to 
have an annual appropriation bill of 
not less than $60,000,000 passed by 
the national legislature. 


Secretary Root aroused the greatest 


enthusiasm when he declared the ad- 
ministration was in heartiest accord 
with the organization and its work. 
He referred to 'a remark made by a 
speaker at the last convention to the 
effect that the National Rivers and 
Harbors congress should go slow in 
Its demand for heavy appropriations, 
and that it should not attempt to cross 
a bridge before it came to it. Lean- 
ing forward Mr. Root spoke slowly 
and distinctly, so that his voice was 
audible In every part of the great hall, 
in reply to the expression of ?. year 
before: 


"Some reference was made at your 


last meeting to 'not crossing a. bridge 
before you reach it,'" he said. "Gen- 
tlemen, we have now reached tflat 
bridge!" 


Phrase Ruled Convention. 


Within the first few minutes of his 


address the secretary of state coined 
the phrase that ruled throughout the 
convention. Almost every 
speaker 


made reference to it. In fact, had a 
stranger wandered into the conven- 
tion hall he might have been at a loss 
to determine immediately whether the 
orators were discussing waterways or 
bridge building. 


The second day of the session saw 


six governors of states on the plat- 
form, each of whom pledud the en- 
thusiastic support of his state and 
section to the furtherance of water- 
ways Improvement. The six who spoke 
were 
Dawson, 
of West Virginia; 


Glenn, of North Carolina; Johnson, of 
Minnesota; 
Cummins, 
of 
Iowa; 


Corner, of Alabama, and Hoke Smith, 
of Georgia. 
In addition, former Gov- 


ernor Pardee, of California, and Lieu- 
tenant Governor Davidson, of Texas, 
were on the program the same day. 


One significant feature of the meet- 


ing was the appearance of James J. 
Hill, head of the Groat Northern sys- 
tem, and President Flnley, of

' the country will bo halted and hard 
times set in, disastrous to all business 
enterprise. Including their own. They 
produced statistics to show that water 
traffic aided In prospering the affairs 
of the railroads. 


I,, the final session the convention 


elected unanimously Congressman Jo- 
seph E. Ransdell, of Louisiana, and 
Capt. J. F. Ellison, of Cincinnati, pres- 
ident and secretary, respectively. Del- 
egates were present from thirty-six 
States and from Hawaii and Alaska. 
The great growth of the organization 
•was shown by tho fact that it was 
found 'necessary to increase the board 
of directors 
from 
twenty-three 
to 


thirty-two, In order that every geo- 
graphical section might have repre- 
Bentation. 


No Abatement of Campaign. 


Secretary Ellison stated that there 


Is to be no abatement of the cam- 
paign to include In the membership ot 
the National Rivers and Harbors con- 
gress every believer In waterways de- 
velopment in the United States. It 
was proposed at the 
meeting, and 


greeted with applause, that $60,000 
be raised by the members and turned 
Into the organization's 
treasury in 


order that interest might be aroused 
and results accomplished. 


The resolutions adopted by the con- 


vention again endorsed the platform 
of the National Rivers and Harbors 
congress which stands for an appro- 
priation bill carrying not less than 
$60,000,000 a year for the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors. The res- 
olutions presented a complete sum- 
mary of the work accomplished by the 
convention. In them was urged "the 
Immediate adoption by the federal 
government of a wide, liberal 
and 


comprehensive waterway policy that 


I will provide for the proper Improve- 
; ment, within the next ten years, of 
. the rivers, waterways and harbors of 
our country, 
the 
improvement of 


which is justified by present and pros- 
pective benefits to commerce." 


Copies of these 
resolutions were 


presented 
to President 
Roosevelt, 


;Vice President Fairbanks and Speaker 
Cannon by a committee composed of 
, President Ransdell, Secretary Ellison 
and tho entire strength of the board 
of directors.

He declared that the city was 
great because of her art industry and 
progress, but at the same time the hu- 
miliation and shame of the big metrop- 
olis lay in its wickedness, its disregard 
of law and in the wicked lives so many 
of ir.s citizens live. 
Governor Hanly's 
address was 
the 
heaviest gun llrcd by the Chicago Law 
nnd Oracr leogue In the third Sunday of 
Its fight agalns the Sunday saloon. As- 
sistant Attorney General Trickett of Kan- 
sas, spoke 
at a meeting In the 
First 
Methodist church of Knglewood. Smaller 
meetings were addressed by Arthur Bur- 
rage Farwell. Rev. 'Villiara A. Bartlett 
and a number of ministers nt chur..-ii™s 
throughout the city. 
Will Write to Busse. 
Governor Hanly's address was cheered 
heartily, and when he h;ul finished more 
'than a thousand declared that they would 
each write :i personal letter to Mayor 
Busee asking him to close the saloons. 
"It Is claimed In this city that the law 
has been violated so long that it has 
ceased to be the law." said Governor 
Hanly 
"Who Is presenting an argument 
on the other side of this question? 
Are 
'they men who stand for the peace and 
repose of this great city? The men who 
ore debating this Issue are men who are 
urged on by the lust of greed. They are 
trampling upon the laws of the state. 
The organized liquor traffic of the world 
knows no law. either human or divine. 
There is In its heart no pity that the lust 
of gold does not strangle. 
For money 
these men traffic In manhood during the 
day and at night In woman's honor, 
j. 
At the close of the meeting, which was 
presided over by Professor George L. Rob- 
inson of McCormlck 
seminary. Arthur 
Burrag*? Farwell spoke, making an ap- 
peal for funds and Inviting church people 
1 to be present at the coming trials of sa- 
loonkeepers. 
A large attendance of church workers. 
Mr. Farwell declared, would have a good 
effect on the juries which will try the 
cases. His appeal for funds brought out 
a donation of several hundred dollars and
